Meanwhile, the JNF's forestry di- 
rector, Sharon Weitz, revealed yes- 
terday that he had recommended 
that hundreds of dimams of trees 
in the affected area be cut down 
to prevent the spread of any disease 
that might be causing the “rees in 
the forest to die. “I felt we had 
to act with a firm, even cruel hand,” 
he said. “But the other foresters 
in the department fer otherwise.”

Consequently, and since the Ca- 
inet did not receive the informa- 
tion, there was lack of clarity 
regarding the terrorists’ conditions, 
and the Cabinet believed that there 
Was a reasonable chence of reaching 
an acceptable arrangement with the 
terrorists, whereby the safety of the 
children would ‘de assured’ upon 
release. 

On the strength of all the afore- 
said and the information in 
its possession, the Cabinet conclud- 


ed: 

(a) That it agreed in principle to

The Cabinet did not kuow that

Among the various dilemmas 
which the Cabinet faced was the 
following: that release of the de- 
tained terrorists and flying them to 
Damascus without a simultaneous 
release of the pupils, would create 
8. situation whereby the pupils would, 
still remain hostage in the hamds 
of the three terrorists at Ma’alot, 
with absolutely no assurance that 
this would not be followed by fur- 
ther extortion or the blowing-up of 
the school for any reason whatever 
— such as, for instance, insuffi- 
ciency of communication regarding 
the code word, or a prior plan 
the terrorists to perpetrate such ἃ 
murder.

This does not take into account 
hitches in communications, the time- 
lapse required to secure a telephone 
link, and extension of the time in 
the event of cong ind anual 

coding.. This period of time-sho 
therefore be viewed as a -theoretical 
minimum. 

This time-table does ποῖ take 
into account the estimated time of 
conclusion of the composition of 
the list of detained terrorists. In 
actual fact, this list was composed 
at 15.00 hours, since it was impos- 
sible to draw up the list other than 
at Ma’alot (the terrorists refused 
to comply with the request of Arye 


, Commissioner of Prisons, that 
they give the names in Ashkelon 
and in Ramle), 

Time could have been saved by 
dispensing with the idea of ‘bring- 
ing the imprisoned terrorjst Fatma 
Barnawi up to Ma’alot, and by 
speedier use of the helicopters. In 
this way, the lst could have ‘been 
drawn up by 1 p.m. instead of 
3 p.m,

fn the light of hindsight, we now 
know; that preparations for procur- 
ing: a plane ought to have begim 
in the morning. 

This time-table, which places its 
very capacity of implementation in 
Goubt, makes it guite clear that the 
decision-making process in “he 
Cabinet should have taken place 
within a pre-limited period of time 
— should it have sought to take up

ists according to their conditions, 


the mercy of the terrorists at Ma’a- 
lot. 

Obviously, had decisions of this 
nature been within the competence 
of another body, such as the Prime 
Minister or 8. small ministerial com- 
mittee, it would have been possible 
to arrive at decisions earlier and 
in less time than in the case of 
deliberations in the Cabinet plenum. 
Even in that case, however, neither 
the Prime Minister nor the small 
ministerial committee would have 
been able to arrive at any decision 
whatever without receiving sufficient 
and reliable information, 

This is the place to point out that 

the fear that the children would be 
flown to an -Arab country constitut- 
ed an important, possibly decisive, 
factor in the Cabinet's considera- 
tions. Tt is quite likely that, at least 
in the early stages, the Cabinet 
would have been able to consider 
the terrorists’ demands with greater 
assurance had their letters been put 
before ft. For the wording of the 
letters spoke clearly of the release 
of the children in Israel. Admittedly, 
the situation again became involved 
as a result of the difference jn the 
Rumanisn version of 1420 hours 
28 compared with the French ver- 
sion received at 14.25 hours — ail 
this, following the Cabinet's decision 
at 1145 hours. 
According to the Rumanian ver- 
sion, the terrorist had 
asked that the Rumanian Ambassa- 
dor in Tel Aviv conduct the nego- 
tations for the release of the 20 
terrorists. It was emphasized “hat 
unless the release was mede by 8 
pm. the school building would be 
blown up. It was also stressed that 
only the Rumenian Ambassador 
wes authorized to negotiate, and 
that he would receive the necessary 
code word from Bucharest. 

According to the French version, 
received at the French Embassy in 
Tel Aviv from thelr Embassy in 
Damascus, the code word waz to be 
given to the French Embassy in Da- 
mascus after the released terrorists 


arrived there.

A further limitation lay in the 
fact that there was no two-way 
contact between the terrorists and 
their headquarters. Unilateral con- 
‘act could have'been established only 
via Damascus Radio, and no one 
could have guaranteed that even 
if Damascus Radio had ‘broadcast 
ἘΠ᾿ announcement or 4a password to 


.the terrorists, these would have 


‘been received inside the building 
by the terrorists’ transistor radios; 
or, if received, properly understood; 
or that the terrorists would have 
attached credence to them, for it 
is known from the terrorists’ con- 
duct and the contents of their let- 
ters — as well as, of course, from 
past experience — that the terror- 
ists view Israeli announcements with 
an absolute lack of conifidence, 

The conditions concerning the pass- 


tude of their “success” — all these, 
under the given circumstances, made. 
it doubtful whether there was at any 
stage a practical possibility of effec- 
ing the children’s release by means 
of an exchange. 

Cabinet discussion of the Ma’alot 
attack started δὲ 9.40 am. on the 
day of the attack. Sgan Aluf Shalev 
reported to the Cabinet. Be did 
not bring with him the terrorists’ 
leaflets or their letters, and made 
his report of their contents 
verbally. This is what he said: 

“According to the leaflets, the 
terrorists demand the release of 20 
of their people. They want them 
to be flown to Damascus. Then they 
want the French or Rumanian 
Ambassador to be brought to 
them, so that they can tell him the 
code word The Ambassador would 
receive verification by a comple- 
mentary code word from the ter- 


by rorists in Damascus, and then the 


Ma’alot terrorists would release half 
the hostages; then ents 
would be made to fiy them out of 
the country, and then the second 
half would be released. That is 
their plan.” 

In the ensuing discussion there 
was a general tendency to con- 
tinue negotiations with the terror- 
ists. One minister was against any 
military action, another was for 
such action and against any re- 
lease of jailed terrorists. 

Although the Government did not 
entirely reject the idea of military 
action, it rejected for the time be- 
ing Defence Minister Dayan’s plan 
for such direct action. Only at 11.45 
am., after two hours of discussion, 
did the Prime Minister decide that 
the Government could not accept all 
the terrorists’ conditions,

A persual of the minutes of the

Ja this readable and exciting in- 
depth study, Dr. Avraham Avi-

Surprising the Bank of Israel — 


{THE SUDDEN collapse of the Israel-British 
Bank has come at a moment of great eco- 
nomic stress and doubts concerning the fu- 
‘ure course of business activity. It is the 
more remarkable that its effect has been 
fairly small. There has been no run of de- 
positors, — not even on the few remaining 
small banks — and no visible nervousness of 


the government seems to 
riously worried. It was not only surprised by 
*he course of events, but also divided on how 
best to deal with the problem. In fact, it 

tts mind at the last moment, seizing 
the bank instead of permitting it to be taken 
over. Thus it has forced depositors and cre- 
ditors to face 4 moratorium instead of per- 
mitting their claims to be settled fn the 
ordinary manner. 

‘The Cabinet and the Governor of the Bank 
of Israel must have had valid reasons for 
their dramatic decision. Withdrawal of de- 
posits from the Israel-British Bank was pro- 
eeeding at a quicker pace than had been ex- 
pected.
